No. 11742ï GAD - SC -GCS -0128 / 2014 /Gen.ð In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution of India , the Governor of Odisha is pleased to 
make the following rules further to amend the Odisha Government Servantsô Conduct 
Rules, 1959; namely: ð 


1. (1) These rules may be called the Odisha Government Servantsô Conduct 

( Amendment) Rules , 2015 . 


( 2 ) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 


Odisha Gazette . 


2. In the Odisha Government ServantsôConduct Rules , 1959 in rule 21,7 


(i) for sub -rule (3 ) the following sub - rule shall be substituted ,namely :ð 


ñ3) Where a Government servant enters into a transaction in respect of 

movable property either in his own name or in the name of any 
member of his family , he shall forthwith report such transaction to the 
prescribed authority referred to in sub -rule (1 ) , if the value of such 
property exceeds two months ôbasic pay of the Government servant 
or as may be decided by the Government from time to timeby order 
published to this effect in the Odisha Gazette.òand 


(ii) for sub -rule (4 ) the following sub -rule shall be substituted , namely :ð 


ñ4) Every Government Servant is required to make a true and complete 

declaration of all his assets , movable and immovable , and the value 
thereof as on the 31st March every year in the Form given in 
Appendix - A on or before the 31st July of that year. The declaration 
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shall contain detailed particulars of the officerê assets and must 
include and specify the assets which are held by him or in the name 
of his Wife , Children and other dependents or benamidars . The 
declaration shall be written by the officer in his own hand and 
submitted in a sealed cover to the authority as directed by the 
Government and such authority shall be responsible for its careful 
preservation . It shall be obligatory on the part of the Government 
Servants to submit the declarations every year and in the event of 
their failure to do so in time they shall be liable to disciplinary action . 
An Officer making a declaration found to be materially incomplete , 
misleading or false shall be liable for disciplinary action in a major 
penalty proceeding under the provisions of respective disciplinary 
Rules. 


( iii) in Note 3 the word oriennialôshall be omitted , and for the words ohreeô 

and diaveôthe words óneôand drasôshall,respectively , be substituted .
